Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication Une Vraie Jeune Fille is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a DVD containing an art-house film by a controversial French director 
which explores teenage sexuality and sexual fantasy in a frank and creative way. There are 
images of explicit nudity, sex scenes and a depiction of animal slaughter. 

The DVD was submitted by the New Zealand Customs Service along with 4 other DVDs 
under 13(1) (a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 to determine 
whether they are objectionable in terms of section 3. 

The sexual and sometimes disturbing content of the publication requires a restriction to an 
adult audience to avoid any injury to the public good because of the way this material is 
likely to influence and impact upon younger and more impressionable persons. This 
classification represents the minimum interference of the freedom of expression as 
guaranteed under sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
